Shimer College was visited on April 
30 and May 1 by both insurance company 
inspectors and examiners of the North 
Central Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. 

The insurance company inspectors were 
highly complimentary and stated unequi- 
vocably that their recommendations would 
be for coverage at a considerably lower 
figure than that for the current fiscal 
year. 

The North Central visitors, while not 
indicating their ultimate recommendation, 
were very complimentary to the students, 
faculty members and others with whom 
they had conferred. They will present 
various recommendations on a number of 
subjects in the written report to the 
North Central executive committee, which 
will make a final determination of the 
matter in the latter part of July, 

Students Buy Eleven 
Trees for Campus 

A tree planting day was to have been 
held on the Shimer campus Wednesday, 
May 13 but because of rainy, wet weather 
the event has been delayed. 

When the ground dries out somewhat, 
students will plant the eleven new trees 
purchased from the Mackay Nursery with 
S215.00 collected among themselves on 
Earth Day, April 22. 

The trees, each a different variety, 
will replace those lost in wind stroms 
and from other causes in recent years. 
Six were blown down in a violent storm 
on April 19. 

The planting will be done under the 
direction of Shimer faculty members, Kuo- 
Tsing Hsieh, who has a Master's degree 
in forestry, and who selected locations for 
the trees. 

The varieties purchased are: sugar 
maple, sycamore, tulip poplar, Norway 
maple, American linden, blue ash, pin 
oak, Japanese pagoda tree, sweet gum, 
Russian olive, and Zelkova.

During National Turmoil 



Shimer students participated fully in 
the campus activities which took place 
over the weekend of May 9-10 in protest 
of the U.S. move into Cambodia and the 
deaths of four Kent State University stu- 
dents, but the activities at Shimer were 
not marred by a single act of violence or 
disruption. 

Classes were suspended on Thursday 
and Friday, May 7 and 8 at the request of 
Student Government which also passed a 
motion to send telegrams expressing op- 
position to recent events to President 
Nixon, Senator Fulbright of Arkansas, 
Governor Rhodes of Ohio, and Senator 
Percy of Illinois. 

Fall Enrollment Up 

As of May 12, enrollments of new 
students for the fall semester were 51. 
as compared with 46 on the same date 
last year. Admissions Director Frederic 
Shattuc reports that applications received 
to date total fifteen percent more than 
they did at this time a year ago. Pros- 
pective students have been visiting the 
campus in large numbers. 




A memorial service was held Friday 
evening on the quad where four wooden 
crosses had been erected in honor of 
the students killed at Kent State. State 
Treasurer Adlai Stevenson III, who was 
one of several Democratic candidates in 
Mount Carroll for a county meeting, took 
time to speak with Shimer students after 
the service. 

Several groups of students took part in 
the demonstrations in Washington and 
Madison, and others spent Saturday in 
Mount Carroll, passing out literature and 
going from house to house talking with 
people about the war in Southeast Asia.

Graduate Activities 

A study was recently initiated by the 
Registrar's office to determine the post- 
graduate activities of Shimer graduates 
of the last three years. From responses 
to inquiries mailed to all 216 graduates, 
and from information supplied by the 
alumni secretary, the activities of 119 
(55 r f ) have been determined. Tnis, of 
course, does not supply accurate informa- 
tion on those from whom no response 
was received. 

Of the 119 whose activities are known, 
51 (or 43T() are in graduate and profes- 
sional schools, 30 (25^ are in teaching, 
8 (7%) are social workers, 16 (13%) 
are in business, and 14 (12 r c ) are in 
militarv service. 
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
